O n May 4. 1950. Robert Morris appeared before the 
Sen ate Committe e on Foreign Relations which waa investigating 
the loyalty' of' State Department employees. Mr, Morris wa s 
as sistant counsel for t hat Gsumittee, but was called up a[Tas 
a witness, to gl ace ^Qn,'the.r£jcnxd.. information knowa.^.t .0 Mim 
concerning alleged Communist infiltration in the State 
Department.

Morris also stated that one Andrew Roth applied for 
a commission Office of Naval Intelligence during the 

war but that/certain information was gathered, the recommendation 
was made that Roth was ineligible for a commission in the 
ONI. "Again, much to our surprise we discovered later on, 
long after we had anything to do about it, that he had been 
given a commission, and had acted as liaison between State 
Department and Naval Intelligence. I asked, and someone said 
he got it through the State Department and not through the 
Navy Department." Morris was unable to recall the identity 
of the individual who advised him that Roth received the

The Washington Times-Eerald of February 23 , 1951, 
carried a atom dealtna_ with. the naming of Robert. Morrl^uia 
a n attorney for the McCarran Comm ittee. This story 3tated 
that Morris was the Republican-selected assistant counsel of 
the Tydings Subcommittee "which investigated charges by 
Senator McCarthy that Communists and fellow-travelers had 
infiltrated the State Department." The storu stated tha t 
i n, tti£.af.Qr.£ mentioned DPtltAgn^hefi guredJn c ontrov e rsi es 
"i ncluding a battle oye r jghethe r he , was_ . r gggged T 7 >y fchi ef 
c ounsel Edward PTAiofaan and den ied the rig ht to gue&iiMJl 
witnesses.1' 

The Times-Herald story stated that Morris was a 
World War II Naval Intelligence officer and got both Republican 
and Democratic support for a position on the legal staff of 
the McCarran Committee.

1952 . iss ue, o.f " Human Events" cont ained 
an article by William Henry Chamberlin entitled "IPRs Scholars

scholars.... solely concerned with establishing objective truth 
about Far Eastern conditions."

Today I returned the cell of Mr. Richard E. 
Berlin, President of the Heerst Cornoration, who stated that the 
matter he had called about previously had taken care of itself - 
namely, that he wanted to tell me that General Elsenhower had very 
strongly indicated that he wanted me retained when Herbert Brownell 
became the Attorney General. I stated that I had had a very nleasant 
visit with the General on Friday morning and had dinner with Mr. y 
Brownell and he seemed to be a very fine man. Mr. Berlin stated te y 
was a close friend of Brownell and had known him intimately for many 
years and that he vias a very smart man. 


Mr. Berlin stated his other ouroose in calling was 
to ask my advice concerning Roberj5%orris and Roy Cohn. He stated that 
he had originally gotten Senator KcCarran to eonoint Morris into his 
nresent job as General Counsel of the Subcommittee on Internal Security. 
Mr. Berlin stated that Morris was not a personal friend of his and he 
didn't know him at all but he used to watch his work on the Coudert 
Committee when he was Chief Counsel of that Committee and Morris hsd 
done excellent work and as a result of this he, Berlin, asked Senator 
McCarran to appoint Morris and despite the fact Morris is a Republican, 
he was appointed. Mr. Berlin asked what I thought of Morris as Federal 
District Attorney in New York. /I stated I thought he would not only 
be a good man as District Attorney but I would imagine he would be an 
awfully good man in one of the Assistant Attorney Generalships in 
Washington. Mr. Berlin stated he saw many recommendations for prose¬ 
cutions come down all the time but he never saw many prosecutions, and 
I told him that that, of course, had been the great problem, over the 
years. Mr. Berlin thought New York was a fine spot for prosecution, 

I stated my only thought was that Morris would probably be awfully good 
in the Criminal Division, which was a more important job than District 
Attorney. Mr. Berlin said he thought of speaking to Mr. Brownell about 
the proper spot for Morris but he didn't want to do this unless it would 
have my full endorsement, and my full approval. I stated I thought 
Morris was a very capable man; that I had only met him once or twice 
so I could not claim any personal friendship with him; but I had observe 
what he had been doing and he had been doing it in a very quiet, 
unostentatious manner, and I didn't think Mr. Berlin could go wrong on 
backing Morris un with Mr. Brownell. Mr. Berlin stated he wonted to 
be sure I was in full accord with his suggestion as when he talked with 
Brownell he would like to tell him he had discussed Morris with me/ and 
also Roy Cohn and that I vies in complete harmony with his ideas. /1 
stated I felt very strongly about Morris, and as for Roy Cohn, while 
I had greet admiration for his enthusiasm and aggressiveness I thought 
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he needed to be less soecteculsr. Kr. Berlin stated ihat Roy Cohn 
■was just a boy, end because he is an enthusiastic ltid, he is all too 
nrone at this ooint to went to feed information to some of his newsnaoer 
friends. Mr, 7?erlin stated he had told Cohn he ought to keen out of 
the Stork Club. I said I had always taken the oosition, as had the 
Attorney General, that Co’ui cli 1 have lots of u ith raius:'; r.n.1 found ways 
of doing things, although we fully recognized that he was too 
loquacious at times, so much 30 that about two weeks ago while I wc3 
talking with George Sokolskv, a friend, of Cohn's, I briefed Sokolsky 
on Cohn's proclivity to talk too much and suggested that Sokolsky talk 
to Cohn for his own good, and that I thought he was trying to get to 
the ton of the ladder too fest without getting any maturity. I stated 
I would like to see someone a little older and more mature just caution 
Cohn to kind of watch his step and not be so flamboyant because I felt 
he had a great future and could go far. Mr. Berlin stated he would 
take that job uoon himself and asked that if sometime when I saw Cohn 
around Washington I would take him aside and talk to him and tell him 
that Berlin asked rre to. I told him I would do this.

Mr. Rogers stated that he did not know of any 
reason why Mr. Morris should feel that he had not received the fullest 
cooperation of the Department. The Attorney General directed that Mr. 
Rogers arrange to see Mr. Morris and endeavor to find out exactly the 
reason for Mr. Morris's concern about lack of cooperation. 

The Attorney General then brought up the matter of 
the McCarthy Committee and the request which had been received from that 
Committee to extend the same cooperation to it as was being extended to 
the Jenner Committee. The Attorney General inquired of me as to my views 
about same and I stated I did not see how the Department could extend cooper¬ 
ation to one Committee and refrain from extending it to another. I stated that 
the policy of the Department should most certainly be consistent. 1 stated, 
however, that I felt that the Attorney General should clear with the President 
directly the policy to be followed by the Department: namely, whether it 
should furnish material to the Jenner and McCarthy Committees or whether 
it should not, so that whatever decision was reached by the Attorney General 
would be with the knowledge and approval of the President. 

The Attorney General directed that Mr. Rogers have a 
discussion with Senator McCarthy as to exactly what arrangements he desired 
to have made and what assurance the Department could have relative to the 
confidential treatment of any information which it might be decided to furnish 
to the McCarthy Committee in the future.

When he came to the 
Director's letter he stated he had one letter which Morris should frame and 
hand down to his posterity and his posterity should hand it down to their 
posterity; that it came from a man who was the key figure in the security of 
the nation and a man who, too often, had been disregarded by individuals in 
power. He then referred to the Director as incorruptible, whose courage had 
never been tested and which the Director personally would probably discount 
on the ground that to state the truth was doing one's duty and not being 
courageous. I have seldom heard the Director lauded in higher terms. This 
brought down one of the most sustained and spontaneous ovations of the evening. 
A note is attached to Senator McCarran.

Morris' remarks were very modest. He spoke of tn.6 role 
of Congressional investigating committees. Both McCarran and Jenner predicted 
Morris would not remain in the bench long in New York because the State of 
New York and the Nation would call him to higher service. Vice President 
Nixon was present and made a few very strong statements regarding the role 
of Congressional investigating committees. McCarran introduced the various 
Senators present and singled out Senator McCarthy, eulogizing him and 
observed he makes mistakes but that his mistakes are on the right side of the 
ledger. There was another tremendous round of applause on this.

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Senator Jenner discussed Morris' conferences with Admiral 
Nimitz in 1944 wherein Morris related that the security files of ONI had been 
ordered destroyed. This was confirmed in a conversation between Nimitz 
and Admiral King and Admiral King stated these orders came from the White 
House. There is a big story in the Times Herald this morning on this. The 
crowd gasped as Jenner related it. 

Numerous individuals asked to be remembered to the 
Director and I told them I would pass on their greetings.

THE AUTHOR 

Robert Morris, born in Jersey City, New Jersey, in 1914, has been 
associated with inquiries into subversive activities since 1940, first with the 
Rapp-Coudert Committee investigation of subversion ih the New York schools, 
then with the Office of Naval Intelligence during World War H, and, in 1950, with 
the Tydings Committee investigation of Senator Joseph R. McCarthy's charges of 
disloyalty in the State Department. Since 1951, except for two years (1954-1955) as 
a Municipal Court Judge in New York City, Morris has acted as counsel for the 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee. In January, 1958, Morris announced his 
resignation from the Subcommittee staff in order to seek the Republican nomination 
for United States Senator from New Jersey.

John King Fairbank testified before the McCarran 
Committee on March 11 and 12, 1952 in connection with 
committee hearings on the IPR, in which Fairbank was a 
trustee. During his testimony according to the 
”,Washington Post” the Subcommittee counsel, Robert Morris, 
introduced an article which quoted Lee Ping who was executed 
by the Nationalists for being a Soviet spy. The article 
reportedly stated that Fairbank and two other U.S. officials 
in the American Embassy at Chungking had ”wittingly or 
unwittingly” leaked foreign policy or other diplomatic secrets 
to other embassies.

War H, and, in 1950, with the Tydings Committee investigation of 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy’s charges of disloyalty in the State Department. 
Since 1951, except for two years (1954-1955) as a Municipal Court Judge 
in New York City, Morris has acted as counsel for the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee. In January, 1958, Morris announced his resigna¬ 
tion from the Subcommittee staff in order to seek the Republican nomination 
for United States Senator from New Jersey. Relationship between the Bureau 
and Morris has always been cordial, and he was sent a friendly letter at 
the time of his resignation. (62-98670) 


Morris and Senator Clifford Case were the Republican 
candidates for Senate in New Jersey this year, and Case soundly defeated 
Morris in the election. ’’Time” magazine reported that Morris' defeat 
was a strong indication that conservative politicians would have difficulty 
being elected in 1960.

Morris contacted the Bureau on several occasions in 
1958 regarding Bang-Jensen. It will be recalled that he was an 
employee of the Secretariat to the United Nations who committed 
suicide. Morris was in frequent contact with Bang-Jensen and 
believed that Bang-Jensen had inside information regarding Soviet 
control of employees in the United Nations. We had full details 
regarding this situation and were aware that Morris* information 
was not completely accurate and not as startling as he presumed 
it to be. 


He is the author of a book written in 1958 entitled 
**No Wonder We Are Losing.'* The book sets forth Morris' activities 
in fighting to expose communism and relates some results of inquiries 
into communist infiltration in the government, schools and other parts 
of our society. The Director and the FBI are both frequently and 
favorably mentioned in his book.

To 
the friends of the University 
a review of its accomplish¬ 
ments and a prospectus of its 
intentions are in order. 



It Has Distinctive 
Commitments . . . 

The aims of the University of Dallas 
are not modest. It intends to be a great 
university. But it does not intend to be 
all-inclusive: on certain vital issues it 
has taken a stand. 

1. It is a school for leaders. 

The University of Dallas is not de¬ 
signed to catch the overflow from 
already-established institutions. It 
seeks the conscientious and the su¬ 
perior student. It dedicates itself to 
a program of excellence. 

2. It emphasizes the liberal arts and 
the fundamental sciences. 

In an era of specialization and con¬ 
sequent vocational training, the Uni¬ 
versity of Dallas dares to rest its 
program of education on the convic¬ 
tion that a liberal education is the 
best foundation for intellectual de¬ 
velopment and professional compet¬ 
ence.
